James McNeill Whistler, the artist, died 


James McNeill Whistler wns n son of Major Georgo Washington 
Whistler 
of Baltimore. 
The- painter received 
his education at the 
West Point military academy hut having a hent for art did not follow 
an army career, hut instead hecamo a pupil of Oleyre, of Paris, and 
grew famous as a painter. 
Numerous foreign governments hare 
showered 
decorations 
upon him. 
IIo was an oilicer of the Legion of 
Honor, Knight of tho Order of St. Michael, 
Bavaria; 
an honorary 
member of the Jto'al Academies 
of liome and Bavano, member of 
numerous British art associations, 
and had won a great reputation all 
over Europe 
Somo of tho most famous of his paintings are portraits 
of UarJyle, barasate, "Ihc Peacock 
Boom," and the portrait of his 
mother, which is on view in tho Luxembourg Palace, Paris. 
He was 
tho author of "Ten O'Olock," "The Gentle Art of Making Enemies" 
and the "Baronet and tho Butterfly."

NEW YORK, July 17. 
Tho decision of tho court permits tho 
Mercantile Trust Company to foreclose its mortgage on tho shipbuild- 
ing trust for $10,000,000. 
There will be an appeal. 


Tho Mercantilo Trust Company are suing for bondholders of the 
tmst to foreclose tho mortgage given to secure $10,000,000 of a bond 
issue. 
Tho ship trust was organized 
a year ago with an authorized 
capital of .$20,000,000 and a provision for a bond issue of sixteen mil 
lions. 
Tho Trust Company sues because they claim that it was stated 
to them at tho time they took the bonds that the trust had contracts on 
hand amounting to thirty-si- x 
millions on which there would be a profit 
of five million dollars. 
It is now claimed by tho bondholders that this 
was a misrepresentation and that tho trust only had fourteen millions in 
contracts and that there was no profit at all in sight. 
Before going 
ahead with tho suit of foreclosure it was necessary to get permission 
from tho court which appointed a receiver for the trust and at the samo 
timo issued a restraining order to prevent creditors from bringing suits 
against it.

His work was, in part, to make the rec- 
ommendations 
upon which thousands 
of clerks and other postal officials 
annually received promotions during tho past few years in the depart- 
ment and tho charge is now mado that undue influences 
caused him 
to recommend 
tho advancement of many and that promotions and 
bribery went hand and hand in tho department under his control.

Failing to get badly 
needed 
legisla- 
tion for the protection 
of fish, from the 
legislature, 
Fish 
Inspector 
Louts 
Berndt has written to Washington to 
Interest the United 
States Fish 
Com- 
mission 
In the matter, and there 
Is 
possible 
some ahiendment to the 
Or- 
ganic Act by 
which 
Congress 
mav 
grant the relief that the native legis- 
lators refused. 
A 
bill was 
Introduced 
by Senator 
Isenberg at the regular session of the 
legislature to protect fish, through the 
compulsory 
use of larger mesh nets. 
The 
nntlv.es 
balked 
at 
the 
bill, and 
though it passed 
In the Sennte 
despite 
the opposition 
of the Home Rule 
sen- 
ators It wns killed upon Its Inception 
In the House. 
This 
too 
after there 
had been 
session 
after 
session, 
nt 
which the merits of the law were 
ex- 
plained 
nnd 
accepted 
by 
the 
native 
members. 
For there can be no doubt 
but that the natives even 
more than 
the white population 
should have 
am- 
ple 
protection 
for 
fish, 
because 
they 
depend 
upon that class of food much 
more than do the whites. 
There 
was 
always the fenr, however, that the na- 
tives might be 
stopped 
from 
fishing 
by the new 
lnw1, which was the prin- 
cipal 
reason 
for Its failure. 
"I 
have 
written 
to Washington 
in 
regard to securing some protection 
for 
the fish here," 
said Inspector Berndt. 
"I think probably 
that something 
will 
be done In the matter. 
Both 
commis- 
sions which 
visited 
Hawaii 
since 
an- 
nexation 
have 
recommended 
very 
strongly the Importance 
of a law for 
the better protection 
of fish. 
Such a 
law is very much needed. 
At present 
only the mullet and the awn are 
pro- 
tected; 
no 
fish 
less than 
six 
Inches 
long of these two varieties can be tak- 
en out. 
I can 
condemn 
any fish 
of 
those kinds that are caught, but I am 
powerless when It comes to other vari- 
eties and it will not be 
long 
before 
the food supply 
Is exhausted. 
"As a matter 
of fact but few 
na- 
tives are fishing 
now. 
The Industry 
is almost entirely In the hands 
of the 
Japanese, with a 
few 
Chinese 
who 
bring mullet from fish ponds. 
"Even now my records show that not 
as many fish are being caught as there 
were a year ago. 
Of coursa there are 
not as many people buying them either. 
But there must be some protection 
In 
the way of compelling the use of larg- 
er meshes, so that the smaller fish are 
not taken from 
the water. 
The 
na- 
tives will 
feel the 
loss 
of fish 
more 
than 
other, 
for they with Japanese, 
Chinese and Portuguese are the prin- 
cipal 
fish eaters 
In the Islands. 
If 
the bill as Introduced 
during the last 
session 
had become a law, 
It would 
have done very much to help out, but 
now It looks as If the natives do not 
want any law of that 
kind."

WIRELESS SYSTEM 


Signals Were Swapped With Oahu 
Station Yesterday Ahead of 
Contract Time. 


"Wireless telegraph communication is now installed between Oahu 
and Kauai, and tho garden isle connected with tho electric system unit- 
ing all tho important islands of the group. 
This work is accomplished 
also ten days within the limit prescribed by tho Act of tho Legislature, 
which was three months from its passage on April 28. 
Tho result was 
achieved only by tho most untiring and almost sleepless endeavors 
of 
Manager Fred. J. Cross. 
lie has been at home but ono night in 
tho past two weeks. 
Signals wero exchanged between Barber's Point and Nawiliwili 
about noon yesterday. 
"First-rate- ; 
they could not bo any nicer," was 
tho statement of Mr. Cross in this regard last night. 
Mr.' Irish, the 
oldest malo operator in tho company's service, was at tho Nawiliwili 
keyboard, while Mr. Cross operated at Barber's Point. 
The Oahu 
sti-tio- n 
had been shifted from Kaena Point, where Mr. Cross consented 
to 
have it first erected against his own judgment. 
Tho Kauai station is 
about a thousand feet from Knwiliwili lighthouse. 
The Waialao station on this island will be abandoned and its plant 
removed to Lahaina, Maui, to which 
messages will be flashed direct 
from Barber's Point instead of relaying 
bem through Molokai 
and 
Lanai, while from Lahaina direct communication 
will bo held with 
Mahukona, Hawaii. 
At the same time the Molokai station will be 
maintained under the provisions of the subsidy enactment. 
The Legis- 
lature appropriated money for connecting the Molokai districts with 
tho wireless telegraph station by telephone. 
An operator will 
there- 
fore bo kept on Molokni, however light the business may be. 
The Kauai lino will not be open for business for about a week, 
:is 
a wiro has to be run from Pearl City to Barber's Point. 
There may bo 
a slight interruption to the 
inter-islan- d 
system as a whole, whilo tho 
different operators arc being detailed to tho stations for which their 
respective capacities are best suited. 


WORK WILL 


BE MED 


Pearl Harbor Plans Wait 
For a Five Million 


Appropriaiton. 


There 
will be no work on the Pearl 
Harbor naval station 
until 
Congress 
passes an appropriation which will 
al- 
low a decent start to be made. 
It was 
expected 
that with the settlement 
of 
the Pearl Harbor suits work 
could be 
Immediately Inaugurated, but the Navy 
Department does not Intend 
to do tho 
job piecemeal. 
The 
dredging 
of 
the 
Pearl Harbor bar has been practically 
completed 
and will be ready within a 
few weeks 
to be turned over 
to the 
government 
by the contractors. 
Theru is at present an appropriation 
of $90,000 available for the "Naval Sta- 
tion, Hawaii" a part of which 
could 
bo used 
for 
work 
at Pearl 
Harbor. 
Of this amount, $15,000 
Is for tho 
com- 
mandant's 
house 
to 
be 
erected 
on 
Punchbowl,

Fifty yenrs ngo 
no Protestant prenchcr 
least of all one 


In a Honolulu pulpit 
would have dared 
pray 
for the 
recovery 
of the Roman 
pontiff. 
That wns a time when 
"No 
Popery" was a rallying cry among the 
Puritan and Lutheran stock of which 
American evangelical 
bodies were com- 
posed. 
To the zealots 
who Inherited 
the spirit of Cromwell nnd of the Monk 
of Wittenberg, 
Rome was "the Scarlet 
Woman" 
nnd 
the 
Pope was 
"Anti-Christ- 
." 
Far be It from them to wish 
him well even upon n bed of pnln. 
Rut to be Just to the stern 
Protrat-nntls- 
m 
of the time, It cannot be sntd 
that the rancor of Its attitude towards 
Rome was wholly without cause. 
Tho 
church, 
sharing the spirit of its age, 
had often been oppressive 
nnd unjust, 
even merciless 
and 
cruel; 
there had 
been bnd Popes as well as good. 
But 
the 
fault 
of 
Protestantism 
was 
In 
charging wrongs 
against the Papacy 
as an Institution rather than against 
the times In which 
It lived, times 
In 
which Protestantism itself was brought 
very low. 
"When Rome was at its worst 
estate the world was also at Its worst; 
when Torquemada 
lit the fires of the 
inquisition, 
the 
persecutions 
under 
Cromwell and the hanging of witches 
In Puritan New England were about 
to come. 
But Protestants 
saw 
only 
the mote In the eye of Rome; they did 
not stop to cast out the beam in their 
own 
eye- - and prejudices 
grew which, 
while not yet wholly extirpated, are 
happily weakening as men of all fnlthti 
cmw more civilized. 
The blessing 
of 
Pope Leo was given to many a Prot- 
estant; the last sovereign 
he received 
at the Vatican 
was one who nnd but

the 
Throne 
of 
Grace to prolong

ing of it all is that the world Is broad- 
ening In Its mind nnd sympathies, 
gain- 
ing 
In tolerance, 
learning 
to 
look for 
the good In Institutions 
and men rather 
than

evil 
approaching, 
however 
slowly, that millennial 
age, foretold 
In 
prophecy, when the Hon shall lay down 
with the lamb and a little child shall 
lead them. 
As the Topes of the far past, with all 
their faults, were probably better men 
than the purely temporal 
sovereigns 
with whom they were surrounded, 
so 
Leo XIII was nn cxnmplo 
In dignity, 
purity of life nnd sweetness 
of char- 
acter to his contemporary 
rulers. 
There 
were none of them fitted to look down 
upon him; there were many who, with 
moral benefit to themselves, could have 
sat at his feet. 
The policy of Leo XIII wns broad and 
wise.

of Its 
followers 
o that 
It could think for 
them, but Leo, 
in his devotion to edu- 
cation, gave the church the higher and 
nnd nobler work of moulding 
the lay 
Intellect 
to 
think 
for itself. 
Catholic 
colleges nnd universities 
grew up wher- 
ever the Papal benediction fell; and 
to- 
day they are adding thousands 
of edu- 
cated young men to that army of faith- 
ful communicants 
upon whom tho ma- 
terial and 
spiritual 
progress 
of 
the 
church 
depends. 
Ah a student of sociological problems, 
the 
Pope 
was deeply 
concerned 
over 
the rising 
spirit 
of anarchy.

made the church a bulwark

& Stanley appeared for the executors, 
who were also present, 
viz.: Mrs. Abi- 
gail Campbell Parker, Cecil Brown and 
J, O. Cnrter. 
Geo. 
A. Davis 
appeared 
for the heirs, after having formerly 
act- 
ed as master reporting on tho accounts. 
Judge Gear did most of the examln 
Ing nnd 
of the 
wit- 
nesses, In a manner too which produced 
some warm retorts from Mr. Brown. 
Mrs. Parker 
testified 
to her knowl- 
edge of the ndmlnlstratlve proceedings, 
With 
regard to the 
St. James Hotel 
property at San Jose, Cal., she stated 
that everything done by her was with 
the advice 
of her attorney, Mr. Bird. 
She was 
not aware that the will was 
void under the laws of California with 
regard to that property. 
In answer to 
Judge Gear's 
question 
as to what her 
wishes 
were 
regarding the children, 
Mrs. Parker said with emphasis: 
"I wish the chlUrjn to have all that 
they are entitled to," 
YOUNG BUILDING 
BONDS. 
Cecil Brown, nfter making some 
ex- 
planations from the attorneys' place on 
the floor, was suddenly 
called 
to the 
witness stand by Judge Gear. 
Mr. Brown had stated that the execu- 
tors had not advised 
the heirs regard- 
ing the disposition 
of 
the San Jose 
property. 
It was then that he was call- 
ed up as a witness. 
The court 
Inter 
mingled 
both questions and comments 
to him. 
Mr. Brown 
said he did have 
a conversation 
with 
Mr. Carter about 
taking 
$10,000 
bonds 
of the Alexander 
Young 
building. 
The 
estate 
had a 
mortgage from 
Lucy 
K. Peabody 
on 
property which had been swept 
clean 
by tho Chinatown 
fire. 
Interest on this 
had 
been 
In 
arrears 
for 
eighteen 
months or two years. 
Mrs. Parker took 
the mortgage and paid 
$40,000 
for the 
bonds. 
THE COURT SNEERS. 
"You unloaded the mortgage on Mrs. 
Parker," the court said with a depreca- 
tory smile. 
"It 
was at Mrs. Parker's 
request," 
Mr. Brown answered. 
"We did not sell 
the mortgage 
to her as executrix, 
but 
as Mrs. Parker." 
Further 
discussing 
ndmlnlstratlve transactions, Mr. Brown 
stated that Mrs. Parker had said she 
wished the children to have everything 
that belonged to them. 
Jt - 
Being 
asked 
If th'eYoung 
Building 
bonds transaction wns 
In the Interest 
of the children, 
Mr. Brown 
exclaimed: 
"Every transaction In which there is 
no fraud, and which 
benefits 
the 
es- 
tate, 
is in the interests of the estate. 
This transaction 
Is entirely 
irrelevant 
to the matter before the court. 
I take 
Issue with the court on this question." 
"You 
mny take Issue with 
the 
Su- 
premo Court," Judge Gear rejoined. 
Mr. Brown said the bonds yielded nn 
Income to the estate which It would not 
otherwise 
have. 
They could not have 
disposed of that mortgage 
to save their 
lives, as the Improvements 
were all de 
stroyed by fire. 
SAN JOSE PROPERTY. 
Mr. Brown admitted that the prop- 
erty known ns the St. Jnines 
Hotel at 
San Jose was 
In 
the 
inventory, 
and 
went over the whole of Its history after 
Mr. 
Campbell's 
death. 
It had passed 
from the hands 
of the public adminis 
trator into those 
of 
the 
then 
Mrs. 
Campbell, who had taken out letters of 
administration 
with 
the 
will nnnexed 
ns she herself had testified. 
It was sold 
under 
the provisions 
of the California 
code for 
$175,000 
nominally, 
nnd 
Miss 
Alice 
Campbell 
now 
held 
tho 
record 
title nnd could give title. 
She made a 
trust deed to the executors 
which was 
not recorded. 
Witness 
did not 
know 
whether they were acting ns executors 
or trustees 
that remained 
to be decid- 
ed by the courts. 
FAIR WILL QUOTED. 
"Mrs. 
Campbell 
believes 
she 
is 
en- 
titled 
to that property, 
under the 
de- 
cision In the Fair will case," Mr. Brown 
said. 
All that he had 
paid 
the Princess 
(Mrs. 
Kawannnakoa) 
or Miss 
Alice 
Campbell wns 
one-four- th 
of .the Income. 
Ho had not given either of them any 
advice 
because 
he did 
not think they 
needed It, and they never nsked for It. 
Miss Alice knew thnt she was entitled 
to 
one-eigh- th 
of the property or 
one-four- th 
of the Income. 
Under the 
unasked advice would have 
been officious. 
"We wnnt n distribution 
of this property," Mr. Brown concluded 
on that point. 
REMARK 
THAT 
IRRITATED. 
Judge Gear made a remark that 
Im- 
plied a charge of inconsistency 
in what 
Mr. Brown had said 
In different 
con- 
nections. 
"Every time I have appeared before 
this court In this matter," Mr. Brown 
forcibly 
exclaimed 
facing round 
to tho 
bench, "I have used tho words 
execu- 
tors and trustees coextenslvely, 
and I 
submit 
that I do not take It In good 
part for the court to hold me up e'ery 
time I use one word for the other." 
If there was an Intention to reflect on 
the honesty of Mr. Carter and himself, 
he would like to know It.

duce hei father, Victor Emmanuel, to restore Rome to the Pope tint 
tho court of Lisbon finally demanded his recall. 
lie has two brothers 
who occupy high rank in the order of tho Jesuits, and is generally 
believed to be tho Papal candidate of that powerful order, whose 
in- 
transigent ideas with regard to the Italian Government ho personifies 
moro completely 
than any other member of the sacred college.

The 
question 
Is whether 
the union 
will allow its members 
to work 
ten 
hours a day when the 
by-la- 
specifi- 
cally state that nine hours shall 
con- 
stitute a day's 
work. 
The 
problem 
arose 
when 
the 
Hilo 
Mercantile 
Co. 
demanded of their stevedores 
ten hours' 
work for a day in unloading a lumber 
schooner now in port. 
Between twenty 
and thirty members 
of the union are 
engaged 
in this work nnd one or two 
days tl.ls week they put In ten hours. 
This put the odlclnls of the 
organiza- 
tion on their metal and action 
will be 
taken tonight 
that will test the cohe 
sive 
powers 
of the Allied 
Trades 
of 
Hllo. 
It is probable that the men who 
are working 
ten hours will 
be given 
the alternative of quitting their Jobs or 
leaving 
the union. 
If they quit their 
Jobs, it will naturally follow that Japs 
will 
be put 
in 
their 
places. 
If 
the 
union permits 
them 
to continue 
work- 
ing ten home a day then other 
firms 
employing organized labor will natural- 
ly demand the same service. 
Then the 
Federation of Allied 
Trades 
will be 
knocked into a cocked hat. 
Mr. 
Cameron, president 
of the 
Fed- 
eration, 
said to a Tribune representa- 
tive yesterday, 
"The meeting 
tonight 
will test the strength of our organiza- 
tion. 
When 
It is over 
we will know 
whether It Is possible to maintain a la- 
bor organization in 
Hllo 
upon 
solid 
union principles. 
There can be no set- 
tlement of the present difficulty except 
In three ways. 
The 
Mercantile 
Com- 
pany must accept nine hours as a day's 
work, or the men must quit their Jobs. 
If the men iefuse to quit, then they 
must quit the Allied Trades. 
If the 
meeting 
tonight does 
not insist on a 
bettlement 
along these 
lines then our 
organization 
Is of no force or account."

The chief of nil the kahunas In Ha- 


waii 
Is the 
Rev. J. Kekipi of Hono- 


lulu, according to Makaio, 
the Puna 
kahuna 
who 
was 
brought to Oahu 
Prison Saturday to serve a term of two 
years for manslaughter 
In the third 
degree. 
The 
same 
authority 
Is 
re- 


sponsible for the statement that every 


member 
of Keklpl's church, 
2,000 
In 


number, enjoy theeame powers as him- 


self. 
Keklpl's church is reputed to be 
a native branch of the Christian 
Sci- 
ence movement. 
Recently a conven- 
tion of the church was held 
In Hono- 
lulu at Kealaulaokamalamalama 
Cha- 
pel, which 
Is a small 
church situated 
on Knnoa lane, which 
Is near the cor- 
ner of Alapai and King streets. 
Makaio 
looks to be anything but a 
kahuna, as Is pictured by popular 
be- 
lief. 
In the first 
place 
he is not old 
or grizzled. 
He 
Is only 
twenty-fou- r 
years of age and said yesterday that he 
had been in the business 
since he was 
eighteen. 
Then he has a round 
good-natur- 


face which would be pleasant 


If the kahuna business wasn't so ever- 
lastingly serious and his hair is short 
and very curly. 
Yesterday when 
an 
Advertiser reporter called he was 
al- 
ready 
attired 
In 
the blue and white 
prison stripes. 
But he didn't mind 
it. 
He said 
He was ready to die or go to 
prison, but that It couldn't shake his 
faith 
In 
the efficacy of prayer. 
Just 
at present Makaio 
is the only kahuna 
In captivity. 
The crime for which he is 
to serve 
two years In prison 
was 
al- 
leged to have been committed 
in Puna 
a few months ago. 
Moses Hoaklmoa, 
a well known native, fell ill at his home 
In Punn. 
A white physician was called 
In and prescribed 
for him. 
The sick 
man's wife wasn't 
satisfied 
with the 
treatment 
nnd 
called 
In the kahuna. 
He prescribed 
liberal 
doses ot prayer. 
The widow says that he also told her to 
beat her husband over the head 
with 
a heavy bible, In order to drive the red 
devils 
out. 
Mnkaio 
denies 
this and 
says the woman simply wanted to get 
rid of her husband. 
In any event while 
Hoaklmoa 
was lying very near death 
at his home, this wife with the aid of 
neighbors 
straightened him up in bed, 
and beat him on the 
head 
with the 
bible. 
As a result the old man died and 
the kahuna 
was 
arrested. 
He was 
tried and convicted 
and Judge Little 
sentenced 
him 
to two years in prison 
for manslaughter, 
he Jury recommend- 
ing mercy. 
Kalama, a prison guard, acted as, In- 
terpreter when the kahuna was brought 
into the warden's office for an Inter- 
view. 
The prisoner was willing, 
even 
anxious 
to talk. 
"Yes. I am In the kahuna business," 
he said 
through the 
Interpreter. 
"I 
cure tho sick by prayer." 
"How 
about this man 
that 
died?" 
wns asked. 
"His wife killed that man," was tho 
reply. 
"She says that you told her to hit him 
over the head with a bible to drive the 
devils out." 
"No, that is not so. 
She did not keep 
tho rules I made for her. 
They were: 
don't drink,' 'don't gamble' 
and 'don't 
go with some other men.' 
What I told 
her was to place the bible on the spot 
where her husband Is sick and then to 
prny to God. 
She was to put It on hie 
breast, not hit him with It. 
The man 
died, 
because 
she beat him 
over 
tho 
head with the bible." 
"Did you tell her to?" 
"No." 


HOW HE LEARNED 
THE 
TRADE. 


"Whero did you learn kahunalsm?" 
"At the church, 
the Christian church, 
from Rev. Kekipi. 
I am a brother in 
the church and learned to cure 
with 
the bible." 
"Have you ever cured anybody?" 
"Plenty." 
"How many?" 
"More than fifty." 
"How did you do It?" 
"By praying with the bible, putting 
my hands on It, nnd then telling them 
to keep rules. 
I tell them to place the 
bible on the part that Is sore, and say 
'your 
word 
If of fire, 
hammer 
and 
sword.' "

head.
